99.9775 per cent lead, 0.0165 per cent bismuth, 0.06030 per cent iron, 0.0013 
per cent zinc, 0.0012 per cent cadmium and ©.CO05 per cent copper. 


Thr price of the lead was #.24 per pound FOB Adriatic port, probably Trieste, 
from where it was shipped by rail to Czechoslovakia. TFayment was made by 
opening a dollar credit with the Schweizerischer Bankverein in Basel, with 
an intermediary rather than Almagiasacting as consignee.
